Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues the hub 133 and second fitting flange 117 (Fig. 5) of Ouchi are not part of outer race 141, as is required by claim 5. 
However, figure 5 shows the hub 133, flange 117 and outer race 141 to be monolithic. 
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
